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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. Claims 1, 7-8, 10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 1, 7-8 & 10 all contain references to the following terms: Rl is (CH3) 2, R2 is CH 
(R) CH2Z, CH2CH (R) Z, CH (R) (CH2) nCH2Z CH, CHCH, R being CH, CHCH, (CH3) 2. 

It is noted that all of these terms when referring to "R" and Rl itself contain dangling 
valances. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action; 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 10, 13-15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Khanolkar et al. 

Khanolkar et al. teaches cannabimimetic lipid amides that read on the instant invention as 
shown in Table 1 on page 4516. See compounds #1-2, 1 1-14. 

4. Claims 1-3, 5-6, 10, 13-15 rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Pate et al. (US-5,63 1,297). 
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US'297 teaches cannabimimetic lipid amides that read on the instant invention as shown 
in col. 5, lines 10-31. These compounds can also be utilized in medicinal preparations as shown 
in the claims. 

5. Claims 1-3, 5-6, 10, 13-15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Chem. Abstr. 135:137336 (Raphael et al et al. , IL-1 13,228). 

Chem. Abstr. 135:137336 teaches cannabimimetic lipid amides that read on the instant 
invention that can be utilized in medicinal preparations as shown in the claims.
